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HUBERT H. HUMPHREY 


Hubert Horatio Humphrey graduated id 1929 as 


vatettk-toHah of his high school class, ho attended the 
University of Minnesota. Because of the Depression, he 
quit ht )iis sophomore year to return to Wallace. S.D. 
(tt'ftiife he was born on May 2*. 1911 ) and help in his 
father's drugstore, 


Before returning in 193? to complete his education, 


Humphrey married Muriel Buck on Sept. 3, 1930. By then 
he had obtained a license as a pharmacist from the Denver 
(Joflcge of Pharmacy. 


In 1939, he graduated magna cum Iniide and Phi Beta 


Kappa in political science, going on "i 1940 to teach 
political science at Louisiana State University and obtain 
his Masters Decree. 


Working in the WPA adult education field in Minneap- 


olis in 1943, Humphrey rah for the office of Mayor and 
lost by 5,000 votes. Recognizing the splintered vote of two 
.separate groups', he spent seven months putting together 
the Democrat-Farmer Labor Party which, in 1945, swept 
him into office and re-elected him in 1947. 


At the 1948 Democratic National Convention, U.S. Sen- 


atorial candidate Humphrey led the successful fight for a 
strong civil rights plank which led to the Dixiecrat walk- 
out. Elected, he entered the Senate at the same time as 
Lyndon B. Johnson, who became a close friend. 


Humphrey was Minnesota's favorite-son candidate for 


the presidency in 1952 and. four years later, was an ac- 
tive candidate for the vice-presidential nomination under 
Adlai Stevenson. 


Announcing his candidacy for the presidency in 19(>(). 


Humphrey withdrew only after defeated by Sen. John 
Kennedy in the Wisconsin and West Virginia primaries. 
He then sought and won re-election to his Senate seat. 


He was appointed Democratic assistant floor leader 


(party whip) in 1901. and. in 190*4. President Lyndon 
Johnson selected him as vice-presidential running-mate on 
the Democratic ticket. 


Since that success, he has represented the United States 


throughout the world while fulfilling the many duties as- 
signed him by the President. The father of four children. 
Hubert Humphrey is now entered in a three-way race for 
the 1908 Democratic nomination for President of the 
United States.

YOUR DENTAL. HEALTH 


There Are Many Reasons 
For Saving Your Teeth 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My teeth have always given 
me trouble. Every time I 
went to the dentist, he found 
new cavities and it cost me 
lots of money. About three 
years ago, I decided not to 
spend another cent on them 
and, when the time came, I'd 
have them pulled out and 
false teeth made. But now I'm 
not so sure about this, be- 
cause I hear so many people 
c o m p l a i n about their den- 
tures. What should I do? 


ANSWER: Save your teeth. 


With the money it will cost 
you to have your teeth ex- 
tracted and dentures made, 
you'll have enough to take 
care of your teeth for many 
years. 


Save your teeth. It's a heck 


of a nuisance to wear full 
upper and lower dentures. 
Let's assume you are fortu- 
nate enough to get the perfect 
dentures: they fit precisely, 
they make you look like Liz 
Taylor and enable you to bite 
the heads off steel spikes. 


Save your teeth. The fact is, 


there are no such perfect den- 
tures. This doesn't mean that 
millions of people aren't get- 
ting on well with dentures. A 
cynical old p r o f e s s o r once 
said that people will even get 
used to wearing clam shells. 


Save your teeth. Even with 


so-called perfect dentures, pa- 
tients must c o n t e n d with: 
tremendous loss of chewing 
power (from 200 pounds per 
square inch to less than 50) ; 
more rapid changes in facial 
contours than occur in a natu- 
ral aging process; removing 
teeth many times a day for 
cleaning and sometimes just 
for resting the tissue; not in- 
frequent breakage, usually at 
awkward moments; and not 
infrequent pain. 


Save your teeth. Dentures 


wobble and slide because they 
rest on soft tissue. They limit 
one's diet to denture-chewable 
foods. Many denture wearers 
claim they can eat anything. 
What they mean is that their 
desires in food have been lim- 
ited by natural selection to 
what they can chew. 


Save your teeth. If they 


loosen, periodontal treatment 
may save them; if they ab- 
scess, nerves can be removed 
and abscesses drained; if they 
break, they can be crowned; 
if they decay, they can be 
filled; if they're crooked, they 
can be straightened; if they 
discolor or are ugly looking, 
they can be capped.

It wasn't like asking Raquel Welch to play Lady Macbeth. 


The New York Yankees originally signed Blefary as a combi- 
nation catcher-first baseman. As Curt remembers it, when 
he got to his first assignment, Greensboro, the team already 
had an all-star catcher who was batting over .300. "It didn't," 
he says, "make much sense to put me back there."

known on the Orioles as "Cuckoo." Why that name?

the catcher's squat. 


"It's hell," he grumbled, "on my throwing." Still, he threw 


out seven of the first nine men who tried to steal base on him.

acorn in a trough." 


His spring was also enlivened by the gift of a monkey from 


a Baltimore fan. Curt received it the day before he worked 
behind the plate for Tommy Phoebus' no-hit game against the 
Boston Red Sox. He had the problem of naming the monkey 
and entertained suggestions from fans. 


One suggested "Zero" to c o m m e m o r a t e the Phoebus 


achievement, which Blefary called the .greatest thrill of his 
baseball career. Another mentioned "Oodles." The most 
logical name carried an explanatory note. 


"Call him 'Nephew,' " volunteered the writer. "Then
